$1,500 in Lost Bonds;

Ten thousand dollars in liberty bonds | 


have disappeared in inexplicable fash- 
ion within the last six weeks from the 
custody of the banking and brokerage 
firm of Camp, Thorne & Co., of which 
William C. [Billy] Camp is a member. 

Miss Anna M. Rutten, comely typist 
and bookkeeper, was arrested yesterday 
ag the result of a coup by Alansog Fol- 
lansbee, general manager of the firm, 
and in a safety deposit box of the 
Northern Trust company three $500 
bonds were identified by numerals as 
among those missing. 

Miss Rutten had been in the employ 
of the firm seven weeks at a salary of 
$17.50 a week. Shewas arrested by 
Detective Sergeants John Prendergast 
and Charles McGurn of the central sta- 
tion. She was questioned by. Capt. 
Morgan A. Collins, but would not talk. 


3onds Disappear Daily. 

The bonds had been disappearing 
daily in denominations ranging from 
$50 to $600. Mr. Follansbee, believing 
the’ thefts could only have been com- 
mitted by some one in the office, had 
decided to turn detective himself ‘be- 
fore notifying the ‘police. 

Yesterday he' handed Miss Rutten a 
package of bonds and said:

COBLENZ, July 10.—[By the Asso-

Most of the Germans involved in the 
plot are employés of the railroads, 
The officers said a number of Ameri- 
cans also were involved, but refused to 
give the rank of the latter.

EUROPE RISING 
AGAINST 


Riots of Italy Have 
Echo in France and 
England.

LONDON, July 11.—With the ink 
not dry on the peace treaty poor 
old Europe is torn anew by a tre- 
mendous crisis over the constantly ris- 
ing cost of living. In Italy, France, 
and Great Britain the crisis is acute. 

From Rome come conflicting and 
alarming reports. Mne circulated by 
the radical papers is that, having risen 
against the profiteers and having 
forced a general reduction of 50 per 
-cent in prices—after repeated conflicts 
between the mobs and troops—quiet 
has again been restored. A second pub- 
all the 
shops are closed but those selling food- 
stuffs, which will remain open until 
stocks are exhausted. ia

lished jm Rointe yesterday. With butter 
selling for $1.75 a pound the reason for 
‘the excitém@nt may be understood. 

Socialists Busy in France. 

In France Socialist deputies have in- 
troduced, and are pushing, a bill mak- 
ing speculating in foodstuffs and profit- 
eering a capital offense, punishable 
with death. The great French vic- 
tory celebration in Paris on Monday 
is likely to delay further developments. 

All Great Britain is greatly excited 
by the government announcement of 
an increase of $1.50 in the pit mouth 
price of coal and of 4 cents a pound 
on bacon and by the declaration that 
the government will renew a stringent 
food control and ‘rationing system for 
the whole population. It also declared 
that the railroad rates again will be 
raised. 


Big Debate Monday. 

Bonar Law has announced in the 
house of commons that the govern- 
ment will take new steps to punish 
food speculators and profiteers. He 
has set aside next Monday for a de- 
bate on the whole tremendous subject. 
It is announced Winston Churchill and 
other members of the government are 
going to Wales—where Lloyd George 
is taking a vacation—to discuss with 
the prime minister how the undeniabiy 
critical situation may best be met. 

The government is so far committed 
to the Sankey report favoring national. 
ization of coal mines and a six-hour 
day for miners that it is difficult to 
see how it can avoid at least mak- 
ing an attempt to force the bill through 
the reluctant parliament.. More than 
250 members of commons are declared 
to have signed a protest to the prime 
minister against nationalization. Mean- 
while the parliamentary Labor party 
has issued a proclamation declaring 
the government has failed to keep 
down the cost of living and calling on 
them ‘to resign in consequence. 


Further High Prices. 

The papers are full of: instances of 
astounding prices paid for various ar- 
ficles and of even more astounding 
profits made by various corporations. 
It is said that hay in some parts of 
England is selling for $100 a ton and 
that the Kent shepherds have svid 
their wool for 75 cents a pound. As an 
instance of wartime profits the case 
is cited of the Hull Fishing company, 
which has just gone: into voluntary 
liquidation, paying shareholders $190 
for every $15 invested. 

Still overhead hang threats of a 
strike of coal miners, railroad men, and 
transport workers, which have severa! 
times reached a critical stage and as 


often have been postponed, chiefly by 


the adroitness and eloquence of Prime 
Minister Lioyd George. 

To understand the situation, it must 
be remembered that the present par- 
liament is a so-called coalition with a 
top heavy majority of old time Tories 
who bitterly denounced Mr. Lioyd 
George before the war as leader of the 
dangerous radicals. They gave him 
large credit for helping to win the war 
and also for his labors at the peace 
conference. Now that the equally 
great problems of labor and industrial 
readjustment are to be settled, he can 
no longer count on their support. 


Allies Plan 
to Curb Kun 
with Arms 


PARIS, July 11.—[{By the Associated 
Press.]—Marshal Foch and representa- 
tives of Czecho-Slovakia. and Jugo- 
Slavia were before the supreme coun- 
cil of the peace conference today for 
a discussion of the movement of the 
partisans of Bela Kun, Hungarian com- 
munist foreign minister, against 
Czecho-Slovakia and Austria, and the 
advisability of combined military ac- 
tion against them. 

The different. representatives were 
asked to confer with their governments 
to find out to what extent they are 
ready to participate in military opera- 
tions against Bela Kun’s forces. No 
decision will be reached until their re- 
ports are received.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

In his speech to the senate President Wilson de- 
clared that “in one sense, no doubt, there is no 
need that I should report to you what was attempt- 
ed and doné at Paris. You have been daily cogni- 
sant of what was going on there. | 
i Really, such an assertion is a gigantic irony of 

which we can hardly believe Mr. Wilson conscious. 

In what remote region has our president been 

dwelling that he can gay a thing like that? Cer- 

tainly if he knows so little of our state, his ad- 
visers should disillusion him at once. 

We do indeed know, in a general way, of the 
problems confronted by the conference, but our 
knowledge in no way assists us to practical judg- 
ment as to our own situation, the concrete responsi- 
bilities we are expected to assume or why we 
ought to assume them. 

We cannot bring ourselves, merely through the 
spell of his eloquence, to accept such an assertion 
as that “weak peoples everywhere stand ready 

to give us any authority among them that will 
assure them a like friendly oversight and direc- 
tion” (as éxemplified in our dealings with Cuba). 

Will Sefior Carranza indorse that? Will Latin 

America agree with Mr. Wilson that “ now fear of 
us is, ended "? 

Perhaps Mr. Wilson was thinking exclusively of 

the “weak peoples” referred to in his address, 
though he uses the word “ everywhere.” But if this 
be so, it only emphasizes the very unsatisfactory 
fact that the address makes no reference whatever 
to the special questions of American interest in- 
volved in the treaty and notably in the provisions 
for’a league of nations. As to this, we must turn 
to Mr. Wilson's promise that “my services and all 
the information I possess will be at the disposal of 
your committee on foreign relations at any time, 
either informally or in session.” But we trust 
this offer implies one of much broader scope, and 


fore the whole people a detailed statement of the 
treaty and reasoned arguments upon those vital 
issues of exclusively American character which 
must be our most anxious practical concern. 

: € The one thing the president could not afford to do 
‘@rould be to ask the nation to depart from its tradi- 
tional policy, to assume novel and onerous respon- 
sibilities, to place itself at the center of those Euro- 
pean complications of which he himself spéaks 
with such gravity, and to do all this solely under 
the influence of the eloquent generalities and idea!- 
istic exhortation which were the substance of his 
eddress to congress. There are many. who would 
follow Mr. Wilson blindly under the influence of his 
shining periods. The address is especially moving 
with reference to that clean and valorous achieve- 
ment with which our soldiers and sailors thrilled 
our national heart. But this emotion should 
stir us to determined guardianship of the Amer- 
ican legacy and of American realities rather than 
tempt us into unrealized flights. If Mr. Wilson 
would have us go forward with him to some new 
‘ goal he must make it clearer than it is now in 
terms of the practical life,of men and nations, in 
terms of concrete responsibility and sacrifice.

THE TRIBUNE is not among the ardent supporters 
of Mr. Wilson.

All statesmen 
find necessity frequently at odds with consistency. 
Our concern is with the persistence, after the war 
and in spite of the war, of a violent form of hyphen- 
ism, which will not dissolve in Americanism and 
insists upon placing issues of alien source and 
character before considerations of American peace 
and safety. The German-American extremists were 
roundly abused from 1914 on for their disposition 
toward alien partisanism, not because Germany 
was wrong, but because Germanism was not com- 
patible with Americanism. We are not comparing 
Germany's cause with that of Ireland, but neither 
is American, and cannot be placed before Amer- 
ican consideration by thoroughgoing loyal Amer- 
icans. | 

Sinn Feip partisanism, whether or not it ex- 
presses the judgment of wise friends of Ireland, 
which we doubt, acts itself against American loy- 
alty when it hisses the name of the president.

Those killed in automobile ac- 
cidents numbered 6,724. Less than three 
times that number died from disease in 
the A. E. F. prior to the signing of 
the armistice. . 

Fourth in the list is Bright's disease, 
apoplexy is fifth, and cancer is sixth. 

Of the first six causes of death health 
departments are engaged in fighting only 
one—tuberculosis. Most health depart- 
ments make no effort to control heart 
disease, pneumonia, aecidents, Bright's 
disease, apoplexy, and cancer. The dis- 
eases against which they do contend 
are going down steadily. The death rate 
from typhoid fever has declined 63 per 
cent since 1900. 

Measies, whooping cough and scarlet 
fever are on the decline but they did not 
slip any in 1917. Measles destroyed more 


nearly three times, as many lives as 
scarlet fever. 

No headway was made in wiping out 
diphtheria in 1917.

1. It is not easy to anewer your questions 
satisfactorily. Several attacks of pneumonia. 
and even two attacks in a single year; are 
not a very rare experience. The difficulty 
in answering satisfactorily relates to the in- 
fiuenza section of your question. Many per- 
sons think they have repeated attacks of 
influenza within a few On the other 
hand, there is a good deal evidence that 
one attack protects against the disease for 
many years. The advocates of the latter 
view assert that the supposed second attacks 
of grip are really only colds and would be 
regarded only as colds without question in 
ordinary years. I would say that you are in 
about the usual danger of pneumonia, but 
that you are not liable to take influenza 
again and that you need do nothing special.

, The stranger said he would sell the 
ten barrels for $2,000—that would be 
$4 a gallon. [t was whisky on which 
the government had been beaten out 
of the tax, the man represented, and for 
that reason hp could afford to let it go 
at a low figure.

CAN’T FIX BASIS 
OF INTOXICANTS 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—[Spe- 
cial.}—That congress has no power to 
define intoxicating liquor below the 
point that is actually intoxicating was 
asserted by Representative Gard of 
Ohio today during the debate in the 
house on prohibition enforcement legis- 
lation. 

“I make the point that no matter 
what powers congress may have under 
the prohibition amendment to the con- 
stitution it does not have the power to 


say that a certain thing is intoxicating 
when in fact it is not so,” Mr. Gard 
said. “Furthermore I dispute the 
power of congress under the war power 
to write something into the law not 
contemplated under the authority for 
that law and which no one hail in 
mind.”

Aim Is°to Dominate the 


World, Says Trade 
Commission. 


‘Washington, D. C., July 11—An ap- 
prc_.ching packer domination of all im- 
portant foods in the United States and 
an international control of meat. prod- 
ucts with foreign companies seem a 
certainty unless fundamenta! action is 


taken td prevent it, the federal trade 
commission declared today in part one 


of its report to President Wilson on the 


“extent and growth of power of the 
on packers in meat and other indus- 
“A fair consideration of the course 
the five packers have followed arid the 
position they have already reached,” 
said the report, “ must lead to the con- 
clusion that they threaten the freedom 
of the market of the country’s food 
industries and of the by-product of the 
industries linked therewith. The meat 
packers’ control of other foods will not 
require long in developing.” 
Full Publicity Urged. 

Declaring “the history of the pack- 
ers’ growth is interwoven with illegal 
commissions, rebates and with undis- 
closed contro? of corporations,” the fe- 
port urged the importance of full pub- 
licity of corporate*ownership for all in- 
dustries. 

“ As to devices for securing control, 
there does not exist adequ::e law,” the 
report said. “In.its absence unfair 
competition mi: y run its course to the 
goal of monopoly and accomplish the 
ruin of competitors without the secret 
ownership being suspected and conse- 
quently without complaint to the com- 
mission or investigation of facts. The 
competitor is in jeopardy so long as he 
has not the knowledge of true owner- 
ship and the public .s entitled to 
knowledge.”

them. 

| factors in cattle loan com- 
panies ing the necessary loans to 
growers and feeders of live stock; are 
interested in railways and private car
